Yet the
company consistently regards this city as just one

We have never been able to understand
why the company with one hand would create a fund
to encourage employes to own homes in Torrance
and with the other destroy the good will which such
a fund creates. But possibly we are ignorant of the
subtle and sagacious workings of railroad executives’
minds.
